In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (f) 
to (o) of section 123 of the Major Port Trusts Act, ,1963 
(Act 38 of 1963 ), the Board of Tiusiees of ihc Po r t of 
Madras hereby make, subject 1o the approval of the Cen¬ 
tral Government, the following diaft icgnlations in super. 
Session of the existing Regulations 41 (i) and (ii) of the 
Madras Port Trust General Reguliniuns, made under the 
provisions of the Madras Port Trust Act, 1905. and con¬ 
tinued as deemed Regulations under section 133 2(D)(c) 
of tue above said Act, relating to the regulations for liceni-

1. Short titl'e and commencement —-(1) These Regulation* 
shall be called the “Madras Port Trust (Licensing of Per¬ 
sons for Handling Bulk Cargo or Performance of Chipping 
and Painting aud Cleaning. Ports of Ship) Regulations”,' 
1986, 

2. Definitions.— (a) ‘Board’ means the Board of Trustees 
of tl.c Frit of Madras as constituted under the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963. 

(1-) ‘Chairman’ means Chairman of the Board, 

i ‘Irathe Manager' means the Truffle Manager of the 
Board. 

(d) ‘Dock Labour Board’ means the Madras Dock Labour 
board 'constituted under the Dock Workeis Regulation of 
Employment Act, 1948 (Act 9 of 1948). 

tc, ’Port’ moans the Port of Madias, 

<f> ‘Specified services’ means,—(i) Handling of Chemical 
Manures (including Rock PhospnateI in Bulk, coal (includ¬ 
ing bunker coal). Ores, Scrap lion, Sulphur in bulk. Iron 
and Steel including pig iron). Billets and Timber and such 
other cargo as may be specified by the Chairman from time 
to lime. 

tu) ‘Specified operations’ mean.—Chipping and Painting 
and cleaning of parts df ships which shall include all items 
of work listed under item (1) of the Schedule to the Madras 
uiucgistcred Dock Workers (Regulations of Employment) 
Scheme. 1957 and such other items of woik ait may be 
spce.ficd by the Chairman from time to time. 

(g) ‘Board’s premises’ mean the entire premises under 
the possession/contiol of the Board 

;h) ‘The Collector of Customs’ means the Collector of 
Customs, Madras, as defined in the Customs Act, 1962. 

3. Licence.—No person shall underak® to perform the 
specified services or specified operations and/or engage labour 
therefor within Tie Board’s premises including warehouses 
and open space, licensed or leased, except under a licence 
issued by the Traffic Manager m accordance with these re¬ 
gulations and i tiles fran.od thereof. 

Note.—(i) A person for the purpose of these regulations 
shall include any company or association or bpdy of in¬ 
dividuals whether incorporated or not. 

(ii) These regulations shall not apply to the handling of 
any commodity within the transit area which has nol been 
relinquished by the Board under section ^2 of the Major 
Port Trust Act, 1963. 

4. Application for licence.—-An application for a licence 
under these Regulations shall’ be made to the Traffic Mana¬ 
ger and shall be accompanied by an Undertaking signed 
by the applicant that he shall employ such permanent stall' 
or workers and shall acquire and properly maintain such 
equipments as may be prescribed by the Traffic Manager 
from, time tt> time. 

5. Grant of licence—No licence shall be granted unless 
the Traffic Manager is satisfied that— 

(a) the applicant holds a contract o r if, preparing (o enter 
into a contract for performance of the ipectfied services or 
the specified operations. 

(b) the applicant has sufficient financial ability to meet 
the obligations to labour and staff employed bv him under 
the relevant Acts and Rules (n force from time to time, 
and 

(c) the Applicant ho* sufficient cargo hotwiring equipment 
with experienced operators for faster turn-round of the 
vessel; 
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Provided necessaty certificate should be furnished from 
the Collector of Customs, Madras, to the effect that the 
licensee complies with the provisions under the Customs 
Act, Od2, Rules and Regulations framed thereunder. 

6. Duration of licence.—-The licence granted by the 
'frame Manager shall be valid for a period of two calendar 
years from 1st January or for such shorter period as may 
be stipulated by the Traffic Manager. 

7. Application for renewal of licence.—A licence may 
be renewed by the Tralhc Manager for a period Of two 
calendar years at u time or for a shorter period as may be’ 
stipulated by the Traffic Manager and an application for re¬ 
newal shall be made so as to reach. the Traffic Manager not 
less than one month before the dale on which the licence 
expired; 

Provided that the Traffic Manager may at his discretion 
consider an application for renewal not made within the 
specified time, on payment of a penalty -of Rs. 42 or such 
sum us may be fixed by Chairman from time to time. 

8. Renewal of licence.—A licence shall not be renewed 
unless— 

(1) the licensee furnished particulars of labour employed 
during the period of licence, purposes for which employed 
and the wages paid for such labour. 

(2) (i) in the case of a licence for the specified services 
the licensee had handled nor less than 5,000 tonnes of 
cargo during the previous one year. 

(ill in the case of a licence for the specified operations, 
the licensee had employed a minimum of 500 workers lor 
Chipping and Painting during the previous one year. 

Provided that the conditions in (2_)(i) or (ii) above may 
be waived by the fratlic Manager at lus discretion, ancL 

(3) the licensed produces satisfactory proof of clearance 
of all charges due under these regulations to ihe Madras 
Dock Labour Board. 

9. Fee for now licence and renewal,—(1) The fee pay¬ 
able for new licence shall be Rs. • S25 or at such rate as 
may be prescribed by the Chairman from tiitw to time. 

(2) The fee payable for renewal of a licence shall be 
half of the free payable for a new licence. 

H>. Duplicate licence,—If the licence is lost, defaced or 
damaged the Traffic Manager may issue a duplicate licence 
on application made to him in this behalf anj on payment 
of Rs. 83 or such sum as may to specified by the Chairman 
from time to time. 

If. Discretion of Traffic Manager.—The Traffic Manager 
shall have the discretion to grant or refuse fo grant or 
refuse to renew a licence.

14 Liability of Licensee under workmen’s Compensation 
Am.—(1) In the event of the Board becoming liable at any 
time to pay to any employee o r a workman of tbe licensee' 


or dependant of such employee or workman, ary compensa¬ 
tion under the Workmen's Compensation Act arising from ihe 
negligence or carelessness of the licensee or his agent emp¬ 
loyee or workman, the licensee shall reimburse the Board 
tl.e whole of such amount as paid by it in accordance with 
t.io provisions of the said Act.

15. Safety precautions— The licensee shall during the 
course of the performance of the specified services/operations 
ensure strict compliance by his employees and the labour 
under his control with the safety provisions laid down by 
the Board under its Regulations and Roles having regard to 
l;un:an safety and safety of property of tbo public as wed as 
of the Board and the licensee shall be liable for the loss aris¬ 
ing from any failure thereof. 

16. Supervision of licensee.—No cargo shall be handled 
except under the direction or si-pci vision of the licensee or 
his authorised representative under his control. 

17. Avoidance of delay in handling of cargo.—It shall be 
the duLy of the licensee to bung about such co-ordination 
among the Sleame r Agents, the Port Officials and the 
Madras Dock Labour Board as this will ensure the working 
of the maximum number of hooks and avoidance of delays, 
save those beyond his control, in the course of loading|un- 
loading of cargo. 

IS. Employment of permanent staff.—The licensee shall

21. Protection of Board.—The licensee shall not be 
liable for any less or damage in whatever manner arising to 
the licensee from or out of the performance for the services/ 
operations under the licence.
